DELAY DUE TO CONGESTION 


Lima Must Support Innovation if 


it is to be Continued 


Reciprocal agreement has been 


reached between the traffic bureau of 
the board of commerce and division 
freight offciials of the Erie railroad, 
whereby Lima merchants will get bet- 
ter service on their shipments to Ma- 
rion, according to an announcement 
made Monday by Manager J. S. Link 
of the traffic bureau. 


Complaint was made some time ago 


to the traffic bureau, by local ship- 
pers that on their direct shipments to 
Marion it takes five and six days to 
get deliveries to the Eric 
freight 


house. Manager Link took the mat- 
ter up with Erie officials and last 
week J. F. Hackett of Hizntinpton, 
Ind., dnnMon frehrht agent, and E. S. 
Case, local freight agent of the road, 
conferred with Manager Link. 
PUT OPi HOUSE CAR 


Under the agreement reached, ac- 


cording to Link the railroad company 
will put on a Lima "house car," for 
Marion, two or three times each week, 
according to the demands of the traf- 
fic. This house car service will be ef- 
fective some time next week, he said. 


On the part of the traffic bureau 


Link agrees to get out and "drum up" 
business for the house car?. He asks 
all merchants, •wholesalers and manu- 
facturers here, who ship directly to 
Marion to get in touch with him as he 
wapts to procure enough traffic to 
insure the continuance of the "house 
car" service to Marion. 


Explanations given by railroad of- 


ficials of the reason for the five and 
six day delay in direct shipments for 
Marion are, according to Link, that 
when there is not enough outgoing 
Lima freight for Marion to fill a car, 
the freight is put in a transfer car 
which goes to the Marion 
transfer 


depot. There is a big congestion 
there, railroad officials say, which ac- 
counts for the holding back of the 
Lima-Marion shipments. 


With a "house car" service from 


Lttsia to Marion, the car would leave 
Lima ia the afternoon and be at the 
Erie freight depot in Marion the next 
morning1 so consignees can get their 
goods that day.

A 
swimming pool is just a large bath 
tub, with the dangers of the common 
tub multiplied in much greater pfrb- 
portion than the amount of water, for 
people who still venture into the com- 
mon or family tub generally have the 
vater changed.

nostrils before entering the pool, and 
breathing thru the mouth. 
Lamb's 


wool not too firmly pressed into the 
nostrils is best for the purpose. Those 
who use it escape the headache and 
discomfort often caused 
by water 


getting into the nose. Such a plug- 
ging is a fairly good way of keeping 
the germs out of the nose; pool swim- 
mers might well adopt it as a routine 
practice.
